In & vumber of the principal offices
seven hours consitute a night’s work at the
present (ime; bat it is claimed by the oper-
atora that they have no uniform system of
workiog houts, it being optional with local
wransgers tu reguiste the same, and wWho, 10
curry favor with their superiors, frequently
impose extea workiog hours upon the uu pro-
tected opera’or in order that Lthey may show
economical managemen!.

Iu explanation of the demand for a gen-
eral incrense of filleen per cent, it is only
pecessary to call attention to the frequent
reductions that have been made, noiwith-
slandiog the net profie of handling messnges
are much greater thun io former years, ocea-
mioned by improved machinery and more
skillfol labor now employed.

Manager Bates, and others of the genersl
office. The offisers were making a l0ur of
the room and of the gold and mock depari-
ments. They gave valuable xnid and sdvice,
and expressed themsslves moch pleased that
\be situnlion was no worse, As one of the
officers remarked, “It looked su hour ago s»
if = eleet-slorm had siruck the wires, but
now it seems o be entirely a rain.storm.”
Au sctual count of th+ operatives showed
156 at work. Ol these, quite s vumber were
girls and some were employes who had not
{or some time served atl the wirer. A fow
inguiries addressed to those who rewained
clecited the fact that masoy had been in the
last strike, and did not care o higard
their chances in anolher ove. They were
for the mosl part the older grade of opera-
tors. The messenger boys and girls remained,
and were flitting about as usual, none having
left.

THE STOLEN LEDGER

New Complications Arising in ihe Polk
_Case—¥wain Makes o Clean
Breast of His

Thelt of the Ledger, and Testifles That
the Ex-Treasurer Paid Him
to Do It,

Bpecial to the Appeal.]

Nasavirie, July 19.—The case of Ex-
State Treasurer Polk w growiog still more
complicated, Ia so interview with Eolando
Bwain he stated that he bad made a clean
bresst of his connection with the whole mat-
ter to Autorney-Gienersl Woshiogton, Capt,
Dodd and Treasurer Thomas, Ia the intere
view wilh these gentlewen Swain said that
be was in Lebanon with his family last
Monday or Turedsy when s gentleman of
this city cailed for him snd maid Col. Pelk
dewired W0 see biw, and ths! they came in &
buggy lothe city, arriving about 2 o’clock in
the morniog. Later in the day Le called on
Col. Polk, when that gentlemsn 1old bio he
wanted the bk iedger, which was in the
Tressurer’s office. Swain agreed, and nave be
did get i and took it W Col. Pk’
residence where he (iroed it over (o that
geotleman, The day afier the biok wae
given Polk some one gave him §17%, bu: the
oame of the party who gave him we woney,
or the one who wemt lo Lebanon for him,
Bwain refuses to discloee, naying they have
no connection with the matter whalever. He
nvever saw the book slter giviog it to Polk,
and knows nothiog of its subsequent return
to Judge Wright's office. Yeaterdny, after
Bwain left the magisirale’s office, be was
taken to the Criminal Conri-room and there
held snother consultation with Mr. Wash-
iogion. He subsequentiy went witkh Officer
Hapifin for an siring. He w.nt 1o tbe bank
and got some money with which he pur-
chased & wwit of clothes. He was reiuroed
lo jail at 7 o'clock last night, This
morning Bwain  was  wmuch aurprisgd
that Mr. Washiogton and Mr. Thomas
did not come to the magistrate’s office and
order his dismissal, saying My, Thomas did
not wish to prosecute bim, and he says that
from a conversation he underatood he would
be released this morning.

1N THE ORIMINAL COURT

Swain testified that on last Wedoesday night
week Harry D, Martin arrived at his home
In Lelnnon in a buggy, and told him that
Mr, Polk wanled him, He came (o Nash-
ville, and was told that Mr. Polk wanted a
certain ledger in the Treasurer’s office comp-
tainiog » bank sccount. [The jary was here
ordered to be conducted out, the defense hav-
ing objected 1o° Mr. Bwain's testimony.]
Bwain cootinued that Polk agreed to give
him $200; and the night following he went
to the capitsl, and with a key went in and
got the book, snd came out of the window of
the superintendent’s office. He delivered
the book Lo Polk, who said i1 was the book
be wanted. Next morniog Polk paid him
$175.

The Attoroey General said the ledger was
an important book, an important record, nod
asked that Mr, Bwain's teatimony be admitied
a8 evidence.

Mr. Swain—Mr. Peik told me that the book
he regarded ss a private book, and at the close
of kis term he had a right to take it with
bim, He told me that the book would pot
be mllowed to remain in hie house ten
minutes.

Col. Colyar—If this man's evidence is
wrue, then he and Mr, Polk are guilty of &
penitetiary offense. I know your hkonor
will not allow this msn's testimony as evi-
deoce uniil » thorough examinstion of the
book is made. If you sdwit this iestimony
you will be trying Mr, Polk for sonethiog
not charged in this indictment.

The defense cited suthorities 10 show that
evidenoe of this character could not properly
be brought into the peoding case.

Col, Colyar mrgued that the thelt of the
ledger hod nothing to do with the csse in
hand, He said 8 man charged with a crime
would as readily attempt to desiroy evidence
when inpocent as when guilty, The admis-
sion of this evidence would be (o set a dan-
gerous precedent.

The Atiorney-Geseral said the authorities
cited by the defense were nol germaoe to
this question. He said the ledger contained
the most potentinl and most convicling evi-
dence. In secoring it was oot the defendant
trying to break down the wall of evidence
agaiost bim?
